LEES VILLE TRAGEDY 


Jesse Weddell Accidently Shot Him 


self. 


18 S. CHESTNUTiST., SEYMOUR, IND. 


Presumably while handling a revol­ 
ver, in a careless manner, Jesse W ed­ 
dell, a prominent young man of Lees- 
ville, shot himself over the left eye 
about 4 o ’clock Monday afternoon, 
and died lftmloutea lator. 
The tragedy occurred infthe hallway 
of his parents home, two minutes after 
he had given his sister, Mattie Weddel, 
a farewell caress. 
Young Weddel, his sister Mattie and 
Miss Rachel Glover, a young lady 
friend we-eon the porch of the home of 
N orm an Weddel at Lees ville, about 4 
o ’lock. 
The young people had been 
scuffling, all appearing in the ben of 
humor. 
Misses Weddel and Glover 
decided to walk down town and invited 
young Weddel to accompany them, but 
he excused himself on some pretext and 
bestowing a kiss on his sister’s lips, 
re-entered the house as the two ladies 
started out the gate. 
The girls had 
taken but a half dozen steps when they 
heard a shot fired in the house, aLd 
turning in alarm they ran to the front 
door. 
Entering they were horrified to find 
Jesse Weddel lying full length upon 
the floor of thefhall, a gaping wound 
just above the left eye, from which 
blood was Uowing and a pistol on the 
floor between his legs. 
C oroner Richard Plummer was noti­ 
fied and he held an inquest, returning 
a verdict that the death was the result 
of a gunshot wound, and that it was 
an accident. 
It is generally 
believed 
that the 
young man, when he entered the house 
took the revolver from 
his pocket, 
probably to put it away, and that in 
handling the weapon it was accident 
ally discharged. 
Deceased was 17 years of age and 
one of the best known young men in 
Leesville 
His parents are prostrated 
at his untimely death and particalary 
is this true of the sister who idolized 
her brother.—Bedford Mail.

A decision has been handed down by 
th© supreme court that a bank or trust 
company must disclose the account of 
a depositor when called on by an as­ 
sessor in his quest for property that 
is not listed for taxation. 
The case 
involved was appealed from Washing 
ton, where an assessor made affidavit 
that he had reason to believe one of 
the depositors of a national bank had 
failed to list all his money for taxation. 
He obtained an order from the court 
to compel the bank officials to produce 
their books so far as they related to 
the depositors’ account. Th© bank re­ 
fused to comply and appealed to the 
supreme court for relief 
The supreme 
court held that ther© was nothing un 
reasonable in the demand of the as­ 
sessor 
Th© decision may greatly af 
feet th© business of tho banks and 
trust companies, as it has been pub­ 
licly understood that they have several 
million dollars on deposit that have 
never been given In for taxation.
